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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: with regards to the arguments directed at the 
Cline reference, the cap 20 and spring 22 make up the structure applicant is claiming is a spring accumulator which provides biasing force 
on the first piston 18 into contact with the second piston 13 which meets the claim language, there is no claim language which requires the 
spring to contact the first piston, only that such needs to provide biasing which it does via element 20, therefore cap 20 and spring 22 
provide pretension force without directly contacting the first piston where such is not required by the claim language. With respect to the 
arguments directed at claims 20 and 22, such language only defines a location of the spring only, and the spring in Cline meets these 
limitations regardless of whether the cap 20 is there, where at least a portion of the spring is located to extend between the first piston and 
the cover element as required by the claim language. With respect to the argument directed at claim 21 , the cap 23 of Cline has a hole 
passing through its center which therefore forms such into a ring shape where the claim does not require any specific ring shape. With 
respect to the argument that there is no evidence provided to support a choice of mechanical expedients, such is not persuasive when 
applicant has not set forth that any of the claimed subject matter is in fact a critical feature and not merely a choice of mechanical 
expedients requiring only routine experimentation by one of routine skill in the art. With regards to Reinartz, such does teach the leakage 
opening in fluid communication with the space between abutting pistons in that there is a hole provided in in piston 3 that communicates 
with the space between pistons 3 and 2, and such is in fluid communication with the leakage opening 26 in the housing therefor such 
meets the claim language. 
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
